Electronic Logging Devices for Intrastate Motor Carriers and Drivers November 20, 2022

Title 13, Sections 1213 & 1213.2 Sections 31401, 34501, 34501.2, 34501.5, & 34508 Vehicle Code

Current federal regulation contained in Title 49, Code of Federal Regulations (CFR) requires 
states to remain compatible with federal regulations.  Current state regulations contained in 
Title 13 of the California Code of Regulations, Sections 1213 and 1213.2 are currently in 
jeopardy of federal preemption.  Therefore, an amendment is needed to create consistency 
between state and federal regulations.  State regulations do not address or require the use of 
an Electronic Logging Device (ELD) as a method for recording a driver’s record of duty
status (RODS) for intrastate motor carriers and drivers; therefore, they are not compatible with 
federal regulations.  In order for the California Highway Patrol (CHP) to fulfill the mandate 
established in Section 34501(a) of the California Vehicle Code, and be in compliance with 
federal law, the CHP must align RODS requirements.     
The use of ELDs would improve commercial motor vehicle safety by improving compliance 
with the applicable hours-of-service rules and reduce the overall paperwork burden for both 
motor carriers and drivers.  Additionally, this rulemaking will serve to align state regulations 
with federal regulations. This rulemaking would adopt Title 49, CFR, Part 395, as it applies to 
driver's RODS.

Title 8, Sections 1532.1;5198; 5155 LC 142.3; LC  6717.5

Existing requirements in Sections 1532.1, 5198, and 5155 are 
based on lead toxicity information and medical and 
epidemiological data that are now more than 40 years old. To 
more adequately protect employees, proposed changes would 
lower the Permissible Exposure Limit for lead from 50 µg/m3 
(micrograms per cubic meter) to 10 µg/m3, and the action level 
would be reduced from 30 µg/m3 to 2 µg/m3. In addition, 
requirements would be added or changed to increase protection 
to employees, including in the areas of hygiene, medical 
surveillance, medical removal due to elevated blood lead levels, 
and training.

Domestic Pass-Through Entity WIthholding March 2022

Title 18, Sections 18662-0 through 18662-8 Rev & Tax Code 18662

Franchise Tax Board hereby proposes to adopt CCR title 18, section 18662-7 
and amend CCR title 18 sections 18662-0 through 18662-6 and 18662-8.   The 
proposed regulation at 18662-7 relates to the requirement for domestic 
pass-through entities (including partnerships, limited liability companies taxed 
as partnerships, S corporations, and simple trusts) to withhold tax on behalf of 
nonresident owners, and changes the prior scheme of requiring pass-through 
entities to withhold on "distributions paid" to a nonresident owner to instead 
withhold on a nonresident owner's "distributive share" of the pass-through 
entity's California source income.  The proposed regulation increases 
withholding rate from the flat 7 percent tax rate to the highest marginal tax rate, 
as well as add a safe harbor from the imposition of an information return 
penalty on an upper tier pass-through entity that certifies the late-filed Form 
592-PTE is filed within 30 days of receiving a Form 592-B.
